Address of Dr. Oronhyatekha, Grand Worthy Templar. 

Campaign no longer just temperance but prohibition; 
problems with Royal Canadian Bank; zeal of Thomas Casey, 
former editor of the Napanee Standard; formation of Canada 
Temperance Union; the Dunkin Act; Wood's Bill; prohibition 
enacted for Native Peoples; dire prediction on election of 
himself (an Indian) as Grand Worthy Templar — true 
equality of all peoples. Also discussed: rise in membership 
but closure of Temples; support of Boyd's Bill; violations 
of the pledge concerning apple juice versus cider, sauces 
containing brandy. Miss S.M. Price, Napanee is an officer.
